1 hardly expected that my desultory remarks io 
your paper ol the 6th ult would have attracted the 
notice of that veleiau hnniorist the Editor of the 
lialtiinore Register. He has, however, honoured 
me with two columns in his paper of the 4th inst. 
which have proved one thing iuconteslibly, and on- 
ly one thing, viz; that he felt the remarks which ] 
applied lo him pretty severely. Now if he felt se- 
verely, because he knew them to be true, I bar e no 
doublbe will be honest enough lo pursue adilferent 
course 111 relation to our state policy hereafter. If 
he was not convinced of their truth, wo may ex- 
pect him to blunder ou iu bis attacks upon our 
stale, if be should make a mistake as to fact in ev- 
ery sentence; and false charges con<inu:illy. Re 
oomplains of my writing iu“abad temper,” using 
‘‘lough words,” being “ratber severe,” &c. I will 
(ilcad guilty lo the ciiargc of being in a bad temper 
at the lime; but it is a sullicient juslifieaiion forme, 
[hat my native state sliotild) have been assailed io 
terms of reproach, ridicule and abuse, by a man. 
who presiimiiigon his standing as an Editor, dared 
to acknowledge at the same time, that he was 
noranl of the subject which he was handling. It is 
no wonder that the fair fame of Kentucky should 
be traduced, her policy misrepresented, and her 
true statesmen abused, when ignorance abroad, 
directed & H-vC'? by disappointed ambition at home, 
shall l^c brought forw ard lo assail her. 

Mr. N lies insinuates that there is ‘*no system” iri 
Kentucky at present at all, in relation to “relief 
measures,” and again confesses las ignorance of 
what we are doing here, and acknowledges he may 
have been led into mistakes by newspapers from 
this stale in relation to facl.s. lean safely assure 
the venerable Editor, that ‘relief’ and ‘anti-relief’ 
are completely merged and sunk io the more im- 
portant division of‘‘ constitutional rights of the 
[leople, and“Jiidicial b'upremacy.” 'I'hc question 
which is now discussed with so much force in this- 
state, is as lo the right of the Legislature to alter 
the judiciary system of the state at the will of the 
people, or the power of the judiciary to prostrate 
the Legisldtore, and bo irresponsible for the act. 
It is contended by tlic friends of Judicial supreina 
ey.tiiat the Court of .\ppeals of Kentucky is estal>- 
lislicd by the constitution, that the olfices of its 
judges are risicd iii them, and therefore irrepcala- 
ble during their lives; that they cannot be removed 
for irror of opinion, however dangerous and des- 
Inictivc to the rights of the people, their opin- 
ions may he; that their decisions are irreversahle. 
On the other hand it is contended hythe “Dento- 
rralic IVhig Parti/'' of this stale, that the whole 
judiciary department was organized by the Legisla- 
ture, at tlie requisition of tbc constitution; that tbe 
judges are lo remain in olfice so long as they be- 
have well,a/i(/ during the cunliniiance <f their ofi- 
c'C.9; that the olfices were instituted for the public 
good, and can never be degraded into private prop- 
erty, that tlieir decisions may be as full of error, as 
tbe acts of tlie Legislature can be; and that as the 
people are represented by the Legislature, and the 
people are the sovereigns and must bear the conse- 
quences of Ihc errors of their agents, that therefore, 
It is more consistent with sound justice, more consis- 
tent with the true principles of our government, 
that if a preponderance is to be given to either 
branch ol the government, it is safer to trust it in 
the handsof the people’s representatives, than with 
ail irresponsible judiciary. 

Tbe constitution ofKeiitucky uses precisely tbe 
same language iu establishing our judiciary system, 
that tlie Federal corislitutiou uses. But the leuiire 
of olTice • is very diHercnt. In the latter constitu- 
tion, it is “during good behaviour.” In the former 
it is during ‘‘good behaviour,” “and the continu- 
ance of their respective courts.” See Art. 3. Sec. 
I. ofthe Federal ronslitution and Art. 4, Sec. 1. 
and .\rt C. See. 12. ofthe Constitution of Kentuc- 
ky. Thu debates in C'oiigressin 1802will then ap- 
'r'kouse orCoinmousand the Ib'y «''»'■ -i>jtihlc force to the pr nciples contended

The Dewiorrulsoftliat 
day, on tbe contrary, contended that the courts 
were estalished by Congress at the requisition 
of the Constitution; that the same power which 
cuiihl pass the act est'ahlishiug them, could repeal 
It, that the constitution only required that there 
should be “one Supreme Court,” and the discre 
tiiin was given to Congress to create and re- 
inodify if as well as “such inferior courts, as Con- 
gress may. from time to lime, ordain aud establish;” 
that the establishment of the courts was an experi- 
ment, which required that Congress should have 
ihe power lo alter the system whenever the circiira- 
stanecs should point out the necessity of improving 
on the experiment that although the Judge could 
not be removed from the office so long as he beha- 
ved well, yet the office could be removed from the 
Judge whenever the luiblic good required tliatil 
there siiuuld ho an alteration in the system. In ad- 
dition to this it was directly asserted, that the 
judges had no right, under tlie coii«tiliiiion, to con. 
irol the legislative brauch, inasmuch as it was an in-| 
dependent body; that its duty was to expound and' 
apply to particular cases the laws which Congress!^ 
might pass: and not of ils own authority to estahlish | 
limits to the power of the people -acting through ] 
their representatives. To prove these facts, exam- ' | 
ine the speeches of Breckinridge, Mason, \V right, ii 
aud others in the Senate; and Giles, bmith, Macon, • 
Nicholson, Randolph, and othcrsiii theothcrhmise.p 
The other side of the question threatened civil war, 
tumult and confusion, should the course be persis- 
ted in. 

N ow with what face can Mr. Niles deny the 
similarity of the cases as they existed then and now. 

It is true that the question beforeCongress was lo 
repeal an inferior court out of existence, and tlie 
question before the Legislature of Kentucky w as 
to repeal “the act organizing the court of appeals, 
and to reorganize a court of appeals.” But it was-i 
contended by both sides of the question in Congress' 
with the exception of Mason of Virginia and J act- j 
son of Georgia,, that the Supreme and inferior, 
courts were on a par as regarded their stability.! 
riie Federalists contended that both were e.-tab-j 
lislicd hythe constitution, and therefore immova- 
ble ! The Democrats contended that both courts! 
were established by congress, and therefore sub- 1 
ject to be remudiiied. Listen to Mr Griswold. 

‘ Before I enter however into a particular coiisidera 
lion of the arguments of gentlemen; 1 take the libertv 
ofs.iy ing that gentlemen in this house, whatever may! 
have been done iij ano her place, have pi .ced this ques- 
tion in oi.e respect, on its true grounds; they have mode 
no distinction between the author ly ofthe l.cgislatiire 
over the judges of ‘he supreme and inferiorcourts. Ml 
their argiimei ts have gone to prove that no rntch dis- 
tinction can exist. Indeed sir, it is imixissible to per- 
ceive the shadow of a difierence. Theju ges both of 
the supnme and inferior Courts are eyualli/ the cico.i’ 
ttrres of the const lutton, and the mode of appointment ip I i 
both cases has been regnla’ed by aw, and if you can| 
destroy the Judges of llie inferior courts by repealing ;; 
ihe law w liicli hiiiiled tlieir imiiibcr, and diiected tlie 
mode of appointment, you may destroy tlie judges of 
the Supreme Court, by repealing tbe law w hich limi ed 
the number and organized that coiyi. I wish it then 
lo be as perl-ctly understood iii every part of this conn 
try as it is in this Imuse, t/iu; tA /u-inn/we contended jor 
by 'he supporters ofthe hill goes eqiiallp to the ccsiinic 
tion of the judges of the supre e as the inferior courts, ' 

The only difficulty in the way of jirov ing that Mr. 
Niles has ‘lost cast’ by adopting federal doctrines 
lu relation to the powers of the legislative and ju- 
dicial branches of our government is to show, that 
w hilst we legislated the judges out of office, we 
did not retain the system as he asserts. Had he ev- 
er read the tw o acts by which the old and new 
courts were estahlislied, he would not have hazar- 
ded thcopiiiiun. By the old system, three judges 
constituted tin court, two of whom could ik did de- 
clare -acts of Ihe legislature null aud void. And it 
IS a little reiiiarkahle, that in their famous decis- 
ions on the replevin laws, which produced the late 
act ofthe legislature, two ofthe judges declared 
the act to be unconstitutional on grounds wliicli tbe 
lliird judge declared ‘ausiird and inconvenient;’ 
w hilst the third judge arrived at the same conclu- 
sion with his wise brethren by aii entirely dillerent 
road, By tbe present system tbe court consistsof 
four judges; and a imaiiimojs vote is required lo 
declare 'aii act ofthe legislature uircoustiliilional. 
fs tills retaiiiitig the old system? Ou the contrary 
is it not establishing in our stale precisely the same 
barrier against the usurpation of our judiciary, 
which Col. R. M . Johnson aovocated in Congress, 
as a protection to the stall s against the encroach- 
meutsoftlie Federal jiidieiaryl It goes farther 
than was asked by him. He only asked that five 
out of seven judges should concur in every decision, 
*wbicli was calculated toulfect a state law. Here 
we require a unanimous rote. 

Let not .Mr. MIcs then attempt to eiitcv into an in- 
vestigation ot our state alfaii'S, w hilst be is enveloped 
in thicker iliau Egyptian darkness in relation to them 
Let him examine them, and I will venture to s.iy he 
will concur with our party, b-caiisc I believe him to 
mead lioin ally , aud to be a true. patriot. He does not 
deny the judicial nuirderat Baltimore, which linen- 
tioiicd befo e, 1 w as in hopes foi lire honor of .Mary hid. !

CO'I'bP.VXL 

'I'his mountain is the loflie.st of tlioee volciinoes 
of the .Viides, which at recent epochs, have mi- 
flergoiio eruptions. Notvvitlistanding it lies near 
the Equator, its summits are coveretl with per- 
petual snows. 'J'he ahsoliite heightof Cotop'axi,! 
is l!’>,r>7G feet, or three miles and a half, conse-l 
qnently it is 2,G22 feet, or half a mile higher Ihaii! 
\ esuvius would l>e, were that mountain placetl ; 
on the top ofthe peak ofTeneriiTe! Cotopaxi i.sj 
the most mischievous ofthe volcanoes in the i 
kingdom ol l^uito;and its explosions arc the most 
fi'equent and disarlnms. The masses of scoria, 
and the pieces of rock thrown out of this volcano 
cover a surface ofsevenil square leagues, and 
would form, were they heajied together, a pro- 
digious iiiovintain In 1733 the dames of Cotopaxi, 
rose 3000 feet, oropw.ardsof half a mile, above 
the brink of the crater, lu 1714, the roarings I 
of this volcano were heard at the distanr.c of GOO j 
miles. On the 4ih. April 17G8. the (pianlily of 
ashes ejected at the month of Cotopaxi was so 
great, that it vVas dark till three in the afternoon. 

The explosion avhich look place in Hf03. was' 
proceeded by the sudden mcliing of the snows 
which coveed Ihe mountain. For 20 years be- 
fore, no smoke or vapour, that could he perceived 
had issued from the crater; hut in a single night, 
the subterraneous fires became so arlive, that at 
sun rise the external walls of the cone, heated 
to a very considerable degree of tem|)erature, 
appeared naked and of the dark colour which 
is peculiar to vitrilied scoriae. At the port of 
Guayaquil “oliverves llumlioldt,” fifty two 
leiigues distant in a strait line from the Crater, 
we heard d.ay and night, the noise of this volcano 
like continual discharges of a battery; and we 
distinguished these treinenduous sounds even on 
the Pacilic Ocean.!’ 

The form of Cotopaxi, is the most beautiful 
and regular of the colossal summits ofthe high 
Andes. It is a perfect cone, which covered with 
a perpetual layer ot snow, shines with dazzling 
splendor at the setting of the sun, and detach^ 
its self in the most picturesque manner from the 
azure vault above. This covering of the snow, 
conceals Irom the eye ol the observer, ever the 
smallest inequalities of the soil; no point of rock, 
no stony mass, penetrating this coat of ice. or 
breaking the regularity ol the tigu'e ofthe cone. 

PICIIINCIIA. 

Though celebrated for its great height. Pi - 
chincha is 3,489 feet, or three fourths of a mile, 
lower than the perpendicular elevation of Coto- 
paxi. It w;is lormerly a volcano; hut the mouth 
or crater on one ot its sides is now covered with 
sand or calcined matter, so that at present nei- 
ther smoke nor ashes issue from it. 

\N hen It was ascended by Don George Jvian 
and Don Antonio de Llloa, for the purpose of 
their Astronomical olieervalions.lliey found the 
cold on the top ot this mountain extremely in 
tense, the w ind very violent, the fog. or in other 
words the cloud, so thick, that objects at the dis- 
tance ol six or eight paces were scarcely discern, 
ihle. On the air becoming clear, the clouds des- 
cending nearer the earth, in such a manner as 
to surround the mountain on all sides to a vast 
distance, lbe.se clouds afforded a lively represen- 
tation ol the sea, in which the top of the moun- 
tain seemed tb stand, like an island in the centre.

V, hen the cloud* descended, the astronomers 
heard the dreadful uoise of tciiii>esls. which dis- 
charged themselves on the adjacent country. 

'Phey saw the lightning issue from the clouds, 
and heard the thunder roll far beneath them. 

\\ hile the lower parts w ere thus involvr.d io 
tempests of thunder and rain, they enjoyed a de- 
lightful serenity; the wiicl abated the sky clear- 
ed, and tlie enlivening rays ofthe siiti moderated 
the seventy of the cold Lut when the clouds 
rose, their density rendered respiration dillifult, 
snow and 'liail fell continually, and the winds re- 
turned with such violence, that it was impossible 
to overcome the fear of being blown down the 
precipices, or of being buried by the accumula- 
tion ot ice and snow, or by th,e enormous frag- 
ments of rocks which rolled around them. Eve- 
ry crevice in their hut was stopped and thougli 
the hut was small, was crowded with inliahitaiits, 
and several lamps were constantly burning, the 
cold was so great, that each individual was obli- 
ged to hare a clitliang dish of coals, and several 
men were employed every morning in removing 
the snow which had fallei) during the night. 

Their feet were swollen, and they became so 
tender and sensible, that walking was attended 
with extreme pain, their hands also were covered 
with chilblains, and their lips were so swollen 
and chapped, that every motion in speaking 
brought blood.

FROM GREECE. 

We piiMishe l a letter a short time since, from 
Mr. Aliller, who is in tireece, and another from 
Prince .'lavrocordalo, dated in December last. 

.A letter has since been received hv the (Jreek 
committee in this town from Mr. Miller daleil the 
1 4th. of January, ill w liich he gives some infor- 
mation deserving of attention, of the state of 
afl'aiis 'll Greece. He says that amidst !he gen- 
eral distress, equal to what any people ever en- 
dured. it is the universal declaration of men, wo- 
men and children, within the very neighbour- 
hood of the enemy, that they will sooner all die, 
than come again under the power of the Tiirks- 
that they have a general aversion to the Fr inks, 
which will prevent their accepting a prince, 
should one be reccommended hy the Europe- 
an powers, — and that the Greek (iovern- 
inenl is daily gaining strength, and there is a fair 
prospect of a speedy settlement or internal dis- 
sfntions. Mr. Miller was present at a Congress 
of the principal inhabitants and generals from 
the departments of VA'c.'terii Greece, which was 
held at An itolico, Pec. 16 and. sat ten days. 

The proceedings were con lucred with murhl 
order and regubirity, and all the afiairs of West- 
ern Greece were auiicahly discussed and settled, 
though the ollicers and soldiers who have defen- 
ded the country for the lastsix' months have re- 
ceived neither rations, clothes nor money 

There were two thousand soldiers in the town, 
who came with their dilferent commanders, yet 
there was no riot nor disturb, ince. flc considers 
Mavrocordatos the first man in Greece, in point 
of talents and influence. He lias defended the. 
province the last year without money, yet his 
olTiccrs are attached to him. Mr. Miller expec- 
ted to inarch on tbe next day, a vohiiiteei'under 
Col. Jarvis, in an expedition against Ijcpanto. 

Patras was to be attacked at the same time by 
troops from Napoli, — He repeats his .advice that! 
no .American should embark in the Greek cause, 
unless they have resources to provide the means 
of support. Hundreds of adventurers, he says, 
have already perished in Greece, and have done 
litMe or nothing for the cause of Liberty in 
Greece.

It has been stated to ns, hat John .1 . Crittenden, ! 
Esq. of Frankfort, has declared hiinself a candidate i 
for the next Legislature, and that he will be elec- 
ted on the calculation that lie will be able to pre- 
vent the removal of the seat of government fromt 
Frankfort- We should suppose that this circum-j 
stance would aocnreUie election of\Ir. Crittenden, I 
if his sentiments on the qestion which at present di- 
vides the state, accorded with those of the people 
of Franklin; in which case, we sli.iiild rejoice 
at his election. But we think there are strong 
reasons tl- doubt Ihe success of Mr. Crittenden's 
election. Franklin county is said to be decided- 
ly opposed to his notions relative to the powerof the 
legislature; vve also doubt the correctness of the 
reasoning in favour of retaining the seat of govern- 
ment in Frankfort by that means; a course the ve- 
ry reverse appears to us to be the most probable to 
succeed. 

If the county of Franklin elect members oppo- 
sed to the sentiments of a majority of the legislature, 
holb the county and its members will have less in- 
fluence in the legislature than if their opinions ac- 
corded with that nia/ority. That there will b« a 
majority (we have no doubt,) of men who believe, 
that the late judges of the Court of Appeels by 
their decisions, violated that part of the constitu- 
tion which declares tha' “no person or collcctinn 
of persons, being of one of those departments, (of 
the government) shall exercise any power proper 
ly belonging to either of the others.” 

We should not have noticed this subject, if we 
had not been prompted by the remarks of some of 
tlie people of Lexington, who exult as much as if his 
election was certain.
